A NEW DEPARTURE IN THE COURTS. 
At last comes a judicial utterance from 


which it would seem that it may come to be 
recognized by our Courts that a witness may 
have rights which a cross-examining lawyer 
is bound to respect. Hitherto, practically, 
the Courts have assumed that witnesses had 
none such. The Judges for the most part 
have distinguished themselves by the alacrity 
with which they have delivered the lucklcss 
witness, bound hand and foot by technical 
rulings, over to counsel to be wantonly tor- 
tured, and to have the good fame earned by 
a lifetime of probity and honorable dealing 
destroyed by diabolical innuendo. The- 
oretically,. in this land of freedom, no 
yereon, in the language of the bill of 
rights, shall be held to answer for a capital or 
otherwise infamous offense,. unless on pre- 
sentment or indictnient of a Grand Jury. 
But, as a matter of fact, whoever was called 
as a witness has been by cross-examining 
attorneys charged with the most infamous 
offenses, put on trial therefor, and, after be- 
ing subjected to the most terrific denuncia- 
tion, convicted; while denied the right of de- 
fense or of appeal. The business of the 
cross-examining counsel has been the assas- 
sination of witnesses’ character, and lucky 
indeed has been the witness who has not 
descended from the box to the immeasurable 
depths of infamy to which his cross-examiner 
has consigned him. 

But now comes His Honor Judge Emons, 
of the United States Circuit Court, and in a 
decision reported in our law columns to-day, 
actually rules, reversing all thé established 
practice, chat the law does not license law- 
yers to assassinate the character of wit- 
nesses, and that upon the trial of a cause the 
trial should be confined to that of the person 
accused, and that the trial of the witnesses 
upon mere charges made by counsel should 
not be tolerated. 

In the case in which His Honor so ruled 
he even went so far as to protect witnesses 
against the infamous assaults of distin- 
guished counsel, and to publicly warn the 
jury that the “terrific utterances” and 
“screaming violence” of the distinguished 
counsel were kimply so mach wind, and 
were indecent besides. In the course of his 
defense of a persecuted witness, Judge 
Emmons, indeed, went further, and 
made an attack upon distinguished 
counsel that was a return redoubled of the 
fire to which the witness had been subjected, 
and in which it is suggested that the pro- 
fessional assassin of witnesses’ character was 
indeed an accomplice after the fact of the 
criminal he defended, and not to be held less 
guilty. K 

Judge Emmons’ ruling works a new de- 
parture in the administration of justice, 
Which, if followed up, will work an end of 
the farcical and disgusting performances in 
the courts, which are a parody on justice, 
and but shield the guilty at the expense of 
those whose offense it is to possess knowl. | 
edge of the facts. 

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENTS. 

We print some portions of an article re- 
cently published by Mr. V. B. Densrow, of 
this city, in which he argues for such changes 
in our form of Government as will give to it 
those features of direct responsibility which 
distinguish the English and other Govern- 
ments. The writer states the advantages 
which might be derived from the change 
with some force, and also the resulting weak- 
ness of our system; but the plan he pro- 
poses by which to adapt the English system 
to our own is, we think, a failure. 

The.evils of our system are notorious and 
confirmed. They are becoming more and 
more embarrassing, destroying the unity and 
harmony which are essential between the 
several branches of the Government, and 
compelling the country to submit during an 
inflexible term of years to a policy of 
administration which it is powerless to 
change. An instance of this was fur- 
nished by the administration of J OHNSON, 
which, during four years, was at vari- 
ance with the legislative departments and 
with the people; something of this kind has 
prevailed at times during the last eight years, 
and at present we have a still greater compli- 
cation of an open division hetween the two 
Houses of Congress, and between them and 
the. President, and, though we have an elec- 
tion this year, this condition of things must 
perforce continue until next March. 

There are many radical changes which must 
take place in our Constitution before the prin- 
ciple of aresponsible Ministry or Cabinet can 
be made applicable to our form of Government. 
In the first place, the President must be 
made independent, and this can only be 
done by electing him / for a term of six or 
eight years, and ineligible for re-election. 
This removes him from the aspirants for the 
succession, and his tenure being for the term 
permanent, he would fill the meagure of a 
National Executive in a way far more credit. 
able than at present. Having thus made the 
Executive an independent officer, above party, 
and the representative of the country, the vext 
thing would be to introduce the system of 
direct responsibility both of the Cabinet and 
of the House of Representatives # the 
people. For this purpose the meetings of 
Congress should follow the elections imme- 
diately, and not, as now, fourteen morths after 
the election of the members. Thus the 

House of Representatives electdl in 1876 
will not meet until December, 187, when all 
the issues upon which that «section took 
place may have been settled md forgotten.

Executive Department; when they differed, 
and there was a question whether public 
opinion was truly represented by the House, 
that could be determined by the appeal to 
the people. 

These are the constitutional changes 
which would be required to make our Gov- 
ernment like those of England, France, 
Italy, Germany, and all other nations recog- 
nizing the principle of representation, —really 
a representative Government, responsible 
directly to the people, who are thus able to 
compel the Government to carry out their 
policy. 

This is avery large subject. The change 
proposed would be a revolution of our Gov- 
ment and of the administrative politics and 
practices that have grown up under it. It 
would make our Government more demo- 
cratic than it has ever been. It would break 
up many evils now existing, would destroy 
the machine system of politics, would give 
stability to the Government, and subject all 
leading questions direct to the judgment of 
the people. How faron the other hand it 
would introduce evila and weaknesses at 
present unknown to our system is a matter 
for consideration. While we do not desire 
to be considered as advocating this Govern- 
mental change at this time, we can commend 
the subject to the careful consideration of 
thinking and studious men.

UPHOLDING NEGRO MASSACRE. 
Immediately after the brutal massacre of 
black prisoners, held in illegal arrest by a 
white mob, at Hamburg, 8. OG, there were 
some of the Southern newspapers which had 

the manliness to denounce the 

and to disavow it as an act which is consid. 
ered infamous even among uncivilized na- 
tions, possibly with the exception of the 
Turkish fanatics, who make it a rule to 
massacre unarmed and helpless prisoners. 
These papers, however, ‘are gradually being 
whipped in by the red-hot secession papers, 
so that they have ceased their denunciation, 
while the latteropenly justifiy and defend 
the massacre. The Savannah (Ga) Morn- 
ing News is one of the former class. It 
recently’ deplored the massacre, now it de- 
cides that the ‘‘ circumstances will not ex- 
cuse the unbearable arrogance of an armed 
negro mob who defy civil authority and 
threaten the lives of peaceful citizens.” 
But this was not an armed negro mob. 
This was a crowd of marmed, defenseless 
negroes, who were released by their captors, 
told to run, and, as they ran, were shot down 
like dogs. ‘‘Defy civil authority!” Whet 
civil authority had they defied? What au- 
thority had people of Georgia to go into 
South Carolina ahd disarm s militia com- 
pany, organized under the laws of the State 
and repognized by the Constitution of the 
United States? “Threaten the lives of 
peaceful citizens!” What peateful citizens ? 
The citizens of Hamburg are blacks. There 
are no white residents there. Is there any- 
thing very threatening in a handful of blacks 
besieged in their armory by a howling mob 
of whites armed with revolvers, guns, and 
cannons? Is there anything very threaten- 
ing in this handful of blacks hiding them- 
selves under floors, in closets, corn-cribs, 


the white mob? 

The Augusta (Ga.) Constitutionalist is a 
fair sample of the latter class. It has never 
hesitated to defend and justify the shooting. 
It pronounces the whole affair as ‘‘ poppy- 
cock.” It calls upon the mob to clean 
out the whole town of Hamburg, which 
votes the Republican ticket.

The actual effect on commercial corre- 
spondence which will follow a return to the 
old and slower system of carrying the mails 
between the East and West can only be defi- 
nitely ascertained by experience: We ap- 
prehend, however, that Chicago will suffer 
very little, because the hours of starting from 
New York and arriving at Chicago were such 
as not practically to accelerate the inter- 
change of business letters. The train left 
New York about 4 o'clock in the morning 
and arrived in Chicago about 6o’clock. It 
brought mail into this city only a couple of 
hours earlier, and practically for business 
purposes no earlier, than the train which 
left New York at 8 o'clock on the previous 
evening. Unless business letters were writ- 
ten in New York during the night, which is 
certainly an unusual practice, they would be 
no more recent than letters written before 
the close of business hours and sent by the 
evening train. Had the train left New York 
at 12 o'clock, noon, of one day and 
arrived here at 2 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the next day, the Chicago business pubhe 
would have had greater benefit from it, since 
it would then have received and been able to 
act upon New York business advices of the 
preceding day. But, as it was, there was a 
practical lapse of thirty-six hours from the 
writing of the letters in New York to their 
delivery in Chicago, though the train was 
run in twenty-six hours, so that there was 
really no gain over what may be done now. 
That is to say, letters written in New York 
yesterday afternoon before the close of busi- 
ness hours will reach Chicago early in the 
business hours of to-morrow morning, and 
this was all that was accomplished with the 
fast mail. There are other communities, 
both nearer New York and further removed 
than Chicago, which made a practical gain in 
time that was lost to our business men. We 
think that the most noticeable difference at. 
this point will be in the failure to receive in 
the morning the New York newspapers of 
the previous morning; but, as the circula- 
tion of New York newspapers in the West 
has been insignificant these many years, this 
effect will only be felt by a very few people. 
Indeed, we think the experience of the New 
York newspapers was that their limited cir- 
culation m the West was not materially in- 
creased by the fast mail. 

A much more serious matter than the dis- 
continuance of the fast mail is hinted at by 
the Railway Age as a result of the niggardli- 
ness of the Democratic Congress in 
the Post-Office appropriation. This is 
the probable refusal of the Eastern 
railroads to carry the through postal- 
cars at their present rate of compensation. 
This would make a decided difference in the 
time of transmission and delivery of business 
correspondence. So long as the postal-cars 
are run, the mails are held open in New York 


and delivery immediately upon its arrival. 
But if the postal-cars be taken off, the mails 
will have to be closed several hours earlier in 
New York, and the delay will be seriousl 
felt.

The wheat problem is still the leading vbject of 
commercial interest. The cooler weather of the 
past three daysgives hope to many that there will 
be no further trouble about the condition else- 
where, or fear of it here and the effect was seen 
yesterday ina narrowing down of the premiums 
on future deliveries, wich an irregular advance in 
prices. The great feature of the day in wheat 
circles was, however,the rumor that a corner on 
August wheat was being run in Milwaukee. It was 
ascertained that certain parties controlling the lines 
of railwhich radiate from Milwaukee are inter- 
ésted in keeping the wheat back from that city, and 
are doing so—to the discomfiturc of the shorts. 
The rumor is probably a canard; but it seems to us 
that the said parties would have been doing a sen- 
sible thing if they had pursued the conservative 
policy during the recent hot weather. The ware- 
housemen in Milwaukee have had all they wanted 
to do in keeping the wheat in store in 
good order, and are understood to 
have run some of it out to Racine, 
while offering special inducements to the owners 
to ship it East. Of course, the grain reeivea by 
rail during the heated term was subject to all the 
disadvantages of the season, and the parties inter- 
ested would only — — their own welfare 
if they had kept ch back as possible till the 
thermometer should register a little farther below 
blood heat. A glance at the inspection lists of this 
city during the past two weeks indicates that a 
good deal of wheat has been inspected here into the 
lower grades which would probably have d as 
No. 2 im cool weather. It is dificult to find a good 
reason for the cry of combination in the fact 
that a man who {is able to hold his wheat back will 
do so under such circumstances. A difference of 
9c per bu is ground enough for deliberation and de-

A correspondent at Salonica, Macedonia, writ- 
ing to us under date June 21, gives some ac- 
count of the secret history of the coup d’etat at 
Constantinople: 


Soou after the goup d'etat I had the privilege to 
meet some of the high dignitaries of the Porte, in- 
r one or two of the participators themselves. 
The following details were the result of my con- 
versation with these gentlemen: * 

On the 20th of May a secret conference was held 
about 12 o'clock between the former Sultan Abdul 
Aziz and Gen. Ignatief, the object of which ap-

‘disgraced Grand Vizier, oud Pasha. The 
reappointment of the latter was to be backed 
by aforce of 25,000 Russlans, telegraphed for to 
the Crimea by the Russian Am or. In the 
meantime the Sultan had made some efforts to free 
himself of the presence of Midhat Pas whom 
he had called to his counsele; and ving imina 
sarcastic way the title of ** milet ya” (a rep- 
resentative of the peeple), had ordered him to 
and take charge of the Pashalic of Broussa. Mid- 
hat refused 10 do this,—an unprecedented 
audacity on the part of a Pasha, which, in the

Th 
counter-blow prepared by the Sultan and th 
Russian Am or, revealed to the conspirators 
phen of their . decided the former on imme- 
te action. the conspiraturs, soon called and 
brought together, be to discuss their plan, and 
decided upon having it carried out that very night, 
and had fixed the hour of 2 in the morni 
execution. Everything had been carefully thought 
of, and every measure taken to insure success. 
About half - past after a short prayer 
and a solemn oath to out their plan, 
the conspirators separated, , each taking the 
road that was to lead him to his perilous 
and importanty duty, left the Pasha’s yali. 
Midhat, as the representative of the nation, had 
issued in its name the decree .of dethronement of 
Sultan Aziz, and the proclamation of Sultan 
Murad's succession, 

In the meantime, every element that could have 
brought opposition or hindrance to the execution 
of this plan had been beforehand carefully studied 
and removed. The officers ‘of the ironc had 
been gained over, or were t of what was to 
‘happen, while one or two other steamers of minor 
importanceg prepared for any emergency, had 
quietl glided among them, ady for 
action. Two battalions of

starting from the barracks of the European side, 


and the other from Stamboul- were to leave at an 
inted mement their Fespective quarters and 
join’ the conspirators at the place of rendezvous. 
e battalion coming from Stamboul past the 
bridge was to give the signal of eg oe to the 
other battalion; but, as luck would have it, the 
former camé across an unforeseen impediment, 
which, causing more than an hour's delay, very 
nearly upset the whole affair. This force, march- 
ing with every precaution across Stamboul, down 
to the bri came to a dead stop before the lat- 
ter, which had been opened for the passage 
of some steamers. Hussein Avni Pasha and the 
other conspirators, in the meantime, unable to ac- 
count for the — the march of the troops. and 
devoured by doubts and suspicions, were awaiting 
in solitary positions the appearance of the latter. 
Avni Pasha, rowing up and down the Bosphorns in 
a caique before the Sultan's palace, could contain 
his impatience no longer, and, landing his Aide- 
de-Camp, dispatched him in all hastejto go outside 
the barracks and see what was going on. As the 
ve ggg * came in sight of the  bar- 
ks, the ‘bridge had been adjusted and 
the other troops had passed, giving the 
looked-for signal to the latter, who also issued out 
in all haste. The Aide-de-Camp feturned with 
the welcome news, and the Pasha, heaving a deep 
sigh of relief, landed and joined the corps. His 
steps were to be directed to Murad Effendiis resi- 
dence, and his duty lay to reach his Imperial 
Highness before violent hands could be put upon 
him. This was not ~ = but hazardous in 
the extreme. Murad endi, watched and sur- 
rounded by the spies and creatures of his uncle, on 
the slightest alarm would have been the first victim 
of his uncle’s rage. The delivery of his 
Imperial Highness out of his prison and the 
safety of his life are partly due to the fidelity and 
assistance of the head-eunuch of the palace, who, 
gained-over by the conspirators, was on the look- 
out, and 2 — promised to open the gates at à mo- 
ment’s notice. 
This being done, Hussein Avni Pasha, quietly 
winding his way, with part of his force, into the 
alace, penetrated into Murad Effendi's apartment. 
he latter, ignorant of the events of the day, little 
expected the surprise that awaited him. Alarmed 
at the sight of the troops, his Imperial High- 
ness thought for a moment he had been betrayed 
and his life was in danger. Pale, but col- 
lected and dignified, he, however, came for- 
ward toward the agitated Pasha, and asked him if 
such was the case. 4 — * * wanted —— 
Highness explaining in a few worde 
oe pene 4 ſpitat the execution of 
their plan, and begged his Highness to accompany 
him to.the War Office. The Prince replied, „ II 
come; but only by the will of the nation. " Hus- 
sein Avni Pasha produced Midhat Pasha’s procla- 
mation and the ‘‘Fetva” (decree) of the Sheik- 
ul-Islam (chief spiritnal authority). His Im rial 
Highness, bowing assent, followed his guide into a 
close carriage, which, crossing the solitary and 
winding streets of Galata, took the direction of the 
War ce, where Midhat Pasha and his party 
were anxiously awaiting him. A hearty cheer 
welcomed the Imperial Prince, and Midhat Pasha, 
coming forward, knelt before him, and offered 
him, with his homage, the throne of his ances- 
tors. In the name of Allah, and amid the people's 
acclamations, his Imperial Highness accepted the 
throne, and swore to defend it. His Majesty Mu- 
rad V. issued the decree of his uncle’s deposition, 
which was forthwith dispatched to Rediff Pasha, 
and a salute of 101 guns soon followed this event, 
and. startling the slumbering iphabitants.of the 
Capital from their rest, proclaimed the accession 
of the new Sultan, wae es criers scattered all 
over Stamboul announced the deposition of Sultan 
Aziz and the elevation of Sultan Murad to the 
vacant throne, calling upon the faithful to pray 
fora long and prosperous reign.

NO VERDICT: 
THE INQUEST IN THE KIRBY CASE. 

Deputy-Coroner McGirr yesterday held an in- 
quest upon Bridget Kirby, whose death under 
suspicious circumstances was noted in yester- 
day’s Tripune. Considerable trouble was 
found in securing a good jury, and even then it 
did not result as well as might be wished for. 

Sarah Gillen, of 747 Thirty-seventh street, 
last saw deceased alive at 6:30 Saturday even- 
ing at her house. At that time she had no ap- 
pearance of being intoxicated, nor did she com- 
plain of being sick. Heard of her death at 8:30 
the next morning. Knew that she and her hus- 
band were in the habit of quarreling; about 
six weeks ago saw Kirby kick his wife and throw 
her in the ditch on the prairie during 
the daytime. Did not know whether Mrs. 
Kirby was under the -influence of liquor 
at that time or not; saw her later on the same 
evening, and she was then drunk. Did not notice 
any marks about ner face. About nine weeks 
ago witness met deceascd on the street, and no- 
ticed that her lip was split, her front teeth 
knocked out, and one of her eyes blacked. 
Asked her what the matter was, and received 
no 8 first, but finally learned that her hus- 
band kicked her and had put her out of the 
house. About six weeks ago Mrs. Kirby was 
again put out, and told witness that she had re- 
solved to hide her husband’s faults no longer. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Sanderson, of No. 729 Thirty- 
seventh street, testified that she last saw Mrs. 
Kirby about 5 o’clock Saturday evening, about 
two blocks from her own house. At that time 
she was in seemingly * health, aud was not 
under the influence of liquor as far as she knew. 
Heard of her death about 9 o’clock the same 
evening. About three months ago witness 
dressed a cut in Mrs. Kirby’s head, and at that 
time learned that her husband was in the habit 
of beating her, and had struck her with the 
lid of a fish-kit. About a year ago 
witness saved Mrs. K.’s life by prom ptly at- 


r tending deceased through an illness brought on 
y | bya miscarriage caused by her husband beating 


her. Last winter saw Kirby put her out of 
doors in the daytime, and she went down town 
without any shoes on her feet.

Several depositors spoke, stating that they 
had been deceived by the bank management in 
various ways, showing how they had been 

romised their money time and again, and how, 
nally, they had called for it, and found the 
institution closed. They were in favor of 
prosecuting the officers of the bank, criminally, 
of sueing the stockholders, and employing an 
attorney to take charge of the whole affair, be- 
lieving that delay was dangerous to their in- 


terests.

CITY FINANCES. 
THE FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT. 

The Finance Committee, with the Mayor, and 
Comptroller, and Commissioner Prindiville, 
had a long meeting in Mayor Heath’s place of 
business yesterday morning, and consulted 
about the completion of the Fullerton avenue 
conduit. The contractors, Messrs, FitzSim- 
mons & Connell, were present, and made a prop- 
osition to the city, which was that they, the 
contractors, would discontinue the contract for 
one year’s time provided they could now be 
paid in full to date, either in cash, certifi- 
cates of indcbtedness, or in the new time rey- 
enue warrants. At the end of the year they 
were to be allowed to resume work under the 
conditions and specifications now existing. 

This proposition the Aldermen and the other 
Officials 1 regarded as very satisfactory and 

ust, and they were only prevented from accept- 
ng it because it was not Known where the money 
would come from. In the present depleted 
state of the Treasury, the payment of even a 
— — small amount is a question of 
consideration, and as Fitzsimmons & Connell are 
credited orf the city’s accounts with about $70,000, 
a payment would draw out no small proportion 
of the funds in hand. It was suggested that 
the contractors be paid in revenue warrants 
drawn against some particular fund for 1876. 
The Mayor, however, is unwilling to, and he de- 
terminedly announces that he will not, sanction 
the drawing of such a 7 sum against any 
fund, for the uncertainty of a prompt collection 
of the assessment renders such a course, to say 
the least, ous. 

The question was not scttled yesterday, and 
further galk and examination will be had. The 
Committee have no precise idea of how they 
will'm „ though they express themselves as 
— ful of seeing some way out of the diffi- 
culty. 

THE PUMPING-WORKS. . 

As regards the suspension of work on the 
West Side pumping-works, there was not 80 
much hesitancy. As there is.a balance in hand 
to the credit of the Water Fund, the Boara of 
Public Works was notified that the contractors, 
Earnshaw & Goble, could be instructed to con- 
tinue the work on the stand-pipe tower only. 
When that is completed it will be seen how the 
thing stands, and they will probably be ordered 
to complete the entire work. There has 
been a great deal of outcry against discon- 
tinuing the work on that improvement, because 
it is claimed that water can be pum there 
for half the present expense at the North Side 
works, and that the protection against a dé- 
structive conflagration would be doubled. Then, 
too, if any accident should occur to the North 
Side works the West Division could be looked 
to to 8 the supply. There has already 
been $1,500,000 expended there, and only 
$50,000 is needed to put the works in perfect 
running order.

POSTAL FACILITIES. 
TEE NEW SYSTEM, 

The abolition of the fast-mail service would 
not, perhaps, be regretted by business-men if 
facilities were afforded for mailing letters up to 
the time of the departure of the trains going 
East at 5:15 and 10:20 p. m. The former reaches 
New York at 7 o’clock the second morning, and 
the latter at 12:27 p. m. the same day. The 
„% Widow,” it will be remembered, arrived in 
New York very early in the morning, and all the 
mail matter was taken out by the carriers at the 


first delivery. Under the present arrangement, 
letters will go out at the second delivery, being 
a delay of only two or three hours at most. The 
closing of the mails in New York earlier in the 
evening than before will, however, delay the 
delivery of letters in Chicago several hours, and 
New England aad the Northwest will be obliged 
to wait from twelve to twengy-four hours longer 
for-their mall. 

No postal cars are attached to either the 5:15 
or 10:40 p. m. tiains, and hence letters will have 
to be deposited at the Post-Office at least an 
hour before thetime of leaving to insure trans- 
mission. If postal cars were attached, mail 
matter could be put on the cars up to the mo- 
ment of de re. But this accommodation is 
not likely to be accorded, although the Post- 
Office officials are willing, inasmuch as the rail- 
road companies are indisposed to increase the 
facilities until Congress rescinds its action re- 
ducing tbeir com ion 10 per cent.
